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VBT police arrest 
teen who made 


threats last summer

A 13-year-old student at McBride 
Middle School was taken into custody by 
Van Buren Township Police Friday after 
a threat he made against Belleville High 
School last summer resurfaced on social 
media. 

Van Buren Township Public Safety 
Director Greg Laurain said it was a perfect 
example of everybody working together. 

He said a student at Belleville High 
School alerted the school resource officer, 
Cpl. Kris Faull of the Belleville Police 
Department, of a threat on snapchat. Cpl. 
Faull took a screenshot of the snapchat, 
called Van Buren police, and met with the 
principal at McBride. 

Director Laurain said Van Buren 
Township police sent a sergeant over to 
the school and the principal said he had 
already met with the student who admitted 
the threat that happened before the school 
year started. Laurain said it had been 
floating around on snapchat. 

Laurain said Van Buren police talked to 
the student and the parents and took the 
student out of the school. Van Buren drew 
up charges and sent them on to the Wayne 
County Prosecutor, who issued charges 
against the student, along with six other 
Wayne County minors on Friday. 

Laurain said it is his understanding the 
student is expelled from school until the 
criminal charges are taken care of. The 
student was taken to juvenile hall. He was 
arraigned on alleged threats of violence 
against the school and was released on 
$1,000 personal bond. He is scheduled to 
be before Referee Charles W. Wilson at 
9:30 a.m. Dec. 15. 

“Kudos to the kid who brought the 
information to the school resource officer,” 
Laurain said, adding everyone has to work 
together.

Van Buren Public Schools Superintendent 
Pete Kudlak sent the following message to 
parents of McBride and Belleville High 
School students on Friday evening: 

“Today there was a social media threat 
that students brought to our attention this 
afternoon. We appreciate our students for 
the following protocol and informing us. 

“Please understand that our process is 
to immediately report all threats to Law 
Enforcement (who works directly with 
the district), to ensure the safety of our 
school, investigate and gather information, 
and determine the nature of the threat. 
We appreciate our partnership with local 
police departments (Sumpter, Van Buren, 
and Belleville), administration, staff, and 
students. ALL threats are taken seriously 
and investigated. Any students (or 
others) who are responsible will be held 
accountable both in the school district and 
criminally. 

“Today, the social media post was a 
5-month-old post that was reshared today. 
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The person that originated the threat was 
identified, removed from school, and 
referred to the police department. 

“As always, if you come across any 
concerning information, please continue to 
make us aware, as this must be acommunity 
effort. We thank you in advance for your 
support and cooperation as we continue 
to be vigilant in keeping our students safe 
so that the important work of teaching and 
learning can happen every single day. 

“Have a restful weekend.” 

On Friday, Wayne County Prosecutor 
Kym Worthy announced charges against 
seven juveniles in connection with 
school threat investigations, including the 
Belleville case. 

Six of the seven total cases involve 
alleged threats of violence against a school 
and one of the cases involved possession of 
a weapon in school. 

If convicted, a judge will determine 
the appropriate sentence for the alleged 
crimes. The incidents were announced as 
happening on Dec. 2 and 3. 

Metro Detroit experienced a flood of 
threats against schools following a deadly 
shooting at Oxford High School on Nov. 
30. Four students were killed and seven 
people were injured in the shooting.

School board OKs 
$6,000 raise in pay for 
each school teacher

At Monday’s special meeting of the Van 
Buren Public Schools Board of Education, 
the board approved a two-year contract 
with the teachers’ union that gave each 
teacher a $6,000 raise in annual pay as of 
the Jan. 10 paycheck. 

Also, all union members will move up 
one advancement level on Jan. 10 and 
each cell of the salary schedule will rise by 
$1,000. 

Also, all eligible bargaining unit 
members shall move up two advancement 
levels starting with the Jan. 10, 2023 
pay. Longevity pay also is increased, 
homebound teachers will be paid an hourly 
rate of $33.50 and new hires working 
toward alternative certification will be 
reimbursed 100% of the cost. 

Other raises are a part of the contract. 

Amber Slusher of the Van Buren 
Education Association said of the 217 
members, 201 voted yes on the contract 
and zero voted no. 

She said a vote with no one against a 
contract has never happened before. 

Abdul Madyun, Human Resources 
Director, who negotiated the contract, 
said now jobs at VBPS will be much 
more attractive. He said for example, new 
teachers were getting $39,000 a year and 
now that will be $45,000. 

He said the certification offer is for those 
with degrees and no teacher certification. 
He said the district hires them and then 
pays them to get their teacher’s certification 
within a year. 

Madyun said the dental and vision plans 
also have been upgraded. 

School Supt. Pete Kudlak said before he 
came there were severe cuts to teachers’ 
pay and for the first two years he worked to 
get them back up. 

“We have money coming in and I’m glad 
we’re able to do this for our staff,’ Supt. 
Kudlak said. 

Board vice president Susan Featheringill 
and treasurer Simone Pinter abstained 
from the vote on the contract for perceived 
conflicts of interest because family

A 15-year-old boy has been charged as 
an adult in the case. His parents are also 
facing charges and were arraigned on 
Saturday after being located and arrested 
early Saturday morning. 

As to the Wayne County charges, other 
than the one in Belleville, Prosecutor 
Worthy announced: 

e A 14-year-old boy has been charged 
with false report or threat of terrorism in 
connection with Parcells Middle School 
in Grosse Pointe Woods. He is expected in 
court on Dec. 13 at 10 a.m. 

e A 15-year-old boy has been charged 
with false report or threat of terrorism in 
connection with Mumford High School in 
Detroit. He is expected in court on Dec. 13 
at 10 a.m. 

e A 13-year-old boy who goes to Fisher 
Magnet Upper Academy in Detroit has 
been charged with possession of weapon in 
a school / weapon free zone. He is expected 
in court on Dec. 13 at 10 a.m. 

e A 14-year-old girl has been charged 
with false report or threat of terrorism in 
connection with Davidson Elementary 
School in Detroit. She is expected in court 
on Dec. 14 at 9:30 a.m. 

e A 13-year-old boy has been charged 
with false report or threat of terrorism 
toward Davison Middle School in Detroit. 
He is expected in court on Jan. 11 at9 a.m. 

e A 13-year-old girl has been charged 
with false report or threat of terrorism in 
connection with Detroit Edison Academy 
in Detroit. She is expected in court on Jan. 
11 at9 a.m. 

Worthy released the following statement 
when she announced the charges on 
Saturday: 

“There is a stranglehold on Southeastern 
Michigan now. School threats naturally 
put everyone on edge. Today my office 
processed and charged six juveniles for 
threats and one for having a weapon in the 
wake of the tragedy at Oxford High School. 

“Thankfully, these matters were all 
thwarted and no one was harmed. While 
the Wayne County Prosecutor’s Office has 
always tried to be vigilant and proactive 
in these cases, it does not mean that it will 
not continue to occur. I urge everyone 
to be cautious, to be alert, and above all, 
immediately report what you know, hear, 
and see.” 


Gregory Laurain announced Dec. 6. 
“Verification by the team that the Van 
Buren Township Police Department 
meets the Michigan Law Enforcement 
Accreditation Commission’s “best 
practice” standards is part of a voluntary 
process to achieve accreditation, a highly 
prized recognition of law enforcement 
professional excellence,” Director Laurain 
said.

members work for the district. All other 
board members voted in favor of the 
contract. 

In other business at Monday’s 50-minute 
special meeting, the board: 

e Approved an agreement with the Van 
Buren Association of Supervisors and 
Administrators, that was signed Nov. 16 
and expires Dec. 31, 2022, that set rates 
of increased pay for eight employment 
categories, noting the members currently 
receiving the $4,000 stipend will continue 
to receive that stipend as long as the terms 
of the original agreement are maintained. 
Two positions are added as members of 
VBASA: College and Career Readiness 
Coordinator and Early Childhood Center 
Principal. Madyun said this will make the 
positions more competitive; 

e Learned the details of an agreement with 
NBS Commercial Interiors for furniture at 
Owen Intermediate School not to exceed 
$430,000. Among all the items, all the 
teachers will get new desks and storage 
areas. This was an information presentation 
by Rob Kakoczki of Plante Moran CRESA 
and the board will be asked to vote on it at 
the next meeting. It will be paid for through 
the general fund or sinking fund; 

e Approved a total cost of $291,147 for 
classroom technology, security cameras 
and cabling for Owen, ordering it now so 
it will be ready next summer when work 
is being done at the school. They have 
unit pricing from the Early Childhood 
Development Center and so that vendor is 
being used; and 

e Approved pre-purchase of HVAC 
equipment for work at Owen, Tyler, and 
Savage next summer at a cost of $1,320,373 
from ThermalNetics as part of the Series 
2 Bond 2019 project. Kakoczki said they 
were notified by the vendors that there is 
no longer eight or nine weeks of lead time 
and now it is 28-32 weeks for equipment 
all across the country. ESSER funds will be 
used in coordination with the bond. That’s 
possible because of the ventilators for the 
classroom. Supt. Kudlak said they were 
able to enhance the scope of the project 
because ESSER funds were available.

The Van Buren Township Police 
Department must comply with 105 
standards in order to achieve accredited 
status. Public Safety Director Laurain 
said, “Accreditation results in greater 
accountability within the agency, reduced 
risk and liability exposure, stronger 
defense against civil lawsuits, increased 
community advocacy, and more confidence 
in the agency’s ability to operate efficiently 
and respond to community needs.” 

The Accreditation Program Manager 
for the Michigan Association of Chiefs of 
Police is Ret. Chief Neal Rossow. 

“The assessment team is composed of 
law enforcement practitioners from similar 
Michigan law enforcement agencies,” 
Chief Rossow said. “The assessors will 
review written materials, interview agency 
members, and visit offices and other places 
where compliance with the standards can 
be observed. Once the assessors complete 
their review of the agency, they will 
report to the full Commission, which will 
then decide if the agency is to be granted 
accredited status,” Rossow stated. 

Accreditation is valid for a three-year 
period during which time the agency must 
submit annual reports attesting to their 
continued compliance with those standards 
under which it was initially accredited. 

The MACP, through its Michigan Law 
Enforcement Accreditation Commission, 
is the legitimate authority and accreditation 
agency in the state of Michigan.

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Sumpter Township 
property fire sale 


To the editor: 

Sumpter Township finally has a bid for its 
property at a time when “property values are at an 
all-time high.” However, nobody told the bidder 
for the 10 acres off Sumpter Road behind the 
closed medical building. 

Sumpter Township currently assesses value of 
little over four hundred thousand dollars for this 
property. The bid was for only forty-one thousand 
dollars on a ten-acre commercial plot. Using basic 
math that’s forty-one hundred dollars an acre. 
Most homeowners in this area, including myself, 
have paid far more than this per acre. I wonder 
who is the potential lucky owner that is hidden 
behind their cheap LLC filing. 

Interesting part is ve heard rumblings that 
this property is no longer going to be developed 
but left alone and not developed. I don’t know 
what’s the bigger slap in the face to the residents 
of Sumpter Township, the extremely low bid offer, 
or the fact that now the property is going to be left 
undeveloped. 

If you'll recall many of the adjacent property 
owners requested to purchase this property but 
were told “NO” for numerous reasons. The first 
reason being that the township at the time didn’t 
want to sell it and it couldn’t be developed 
because of the pipeline running through the 
property. The second being that the township 
wanted development, business, and an increase in 
their kleptocracy (emphasis added). So, at a time 
“when property values are at an all-time high” the 
township board for their property fire sale got a 
sub-par bid for a property that Wayne County 
values at little over four-hundred thousand dollars 
while leaving it “untouched.” 

Will the board accept this bid? I think if they 
do, it would be extremely careless and not in the 
best interest of Sumpter Township. If the Sumpter 
Board was serious about selling these properties, 
why were they not appraised and set at a reserve 
price? The cynical side of the author thinks this 
was planned. Someone in the know, knew that 
they could bid on this property at an extremely 
low value with little to no competition. If you have 
ever sold any property, there is always an asking 
price or minimum value. 

I know you’re thinking why didn’t you bid on it? 
I didn’t bid on it because this property was zoned 
as commercial, and part of the agreement was 
that you had to have a business plan to bid on it. 
Meaning a business that you were going to install 
on the property once obtained so that taxes could 
start flowing into the township. 

There were comments made during the meetings 
that having a business plan after bidding on it was 
going to be a big hurtle to get over and release the 
property. The board was asked bluntly if we could 
split it up to the adjacent properties owner and we 
were told no because they wanted a new business. 

Now that the dust has settled, and I know that was 
way back in September and who could possibly 
remember that far back, have the rules and goal 
post changed? Will the board accept this bid, or 
will they do what they should have done in the first
